CITIZENSHIP 
Basic  Rules 

The  Student  Government  in  cooperation 
with  the  Principal  and  the  members  of  the 
faculty  endeavors  to  encourage  in  each  stu- 
dent qualities  of  character  that  are  generally 
accepted  as  basic  to  humane  and  civilized 
living,  both  personal  and  social.  Rules  as 
such,  beyond  those  affecting  health,  scholar- 
ship, and  safety,  are  few  compared  with  our 
emphasis  on  a high  sense  of  honor,  honesty, 
individual  responsibility,  a constructive  at- 
titude, consideration  of  another’s  rights  and 
feelings,  and  lady-like  behavior.  These  prin- 
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ciples  should  lead  to  such  expression  in  con- 
duct as  punctuality,  quiet  in  study  hours,  or- 
derliness, a neat  and  appropriate  appear- 
ance, and  a cooperative  attitude  in  matters 
affecting  the  happiness,  welfare,  and  reputa- 
tion of  the  group.  It  is  assumed  that  every 
girl  is  trustworthy  and  responsible.  The 
school  retains  the  right,  however,  to  advise 
and  discipline  students  who  do  not  assume  re- 
sponsibility for  their  own  behavior.

DAY  STUDENTS 

As  recognized  members  of  the  Abbot  stu- 
dent body,  the  Day  Students  are  expected  to 
behave,  both  on  and  off  campus,  in  a manner 
consistent  with  that  required  of  Abbot’s 
boarding  students. 

Specific  Rules  for  Day  Students 

Absences  — A message  must  be  telephoned  in 
by  parents  early  in  the  morning. 
Assignments  — Parents  may  telephone  for 
assignments  or  may  come  to  school  to  collect 
them. 

During  school  days  the  students  are  ex- 
pected to  attend  all  school  functions.  All  dress 
regulations  apply  to  Day  Students  as  well  as 
Boarders. 

Weekend  permissions  are  obtained  by  Day 
Students  if  they  must  leave  school  on  Friday 
as  soon  as  major  classes  are  over. 
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Every  girl  must  sign  in  at  the  switchboard 
on  arrival  and  sign  out  at  the  end  of  the  day. 
Downtown  permissions  will  be  needed  as 
they  are  for  Boarders. 

Cars  used  for  commuting  are  not  to  be 
used  during  the  academic  day  and  are  parked 
on  campus  in  the  parking  lot  behind  the  ten- 
nis courts.  No  Boarder  may  drive  with  a Day 
Student  unless  leave  has  been  arranged 
through  the  Permissions  Office,  and  an  adult 
is  present  in  the  car. 

Day  Students  may  stay  on  campus  accord- 
ing to  hours  posted. 

FREE  TIME:  PERMISSIONS  AND 
PRIVILEGES 

In  all  “free  time”  the  only  restrictions  on 
noise  are  the  general  ones  of  natural  cour- 
tesy. Radios  and  record  players  may  be  used 
except  during  study  hours  and  class  time. 
Television  sets  in  Recreation  Rooms  may  be 
used  at  times  posted. 

In  the  fall  and  spring,  when  walking  on 
the  campus  after  dinner  is  permissible,  stu- 
dents may  go  anywhere  on  the  grounds  ex- 
cept the  woods  and  the  hockey  field,  because 
even  during  a short  absence  a girl  may  re- 
ceive a telephone  call  and  it  is  important 
that  the  school  know  where  she  is. 

Out-of-town  boys  may  call  with  special 
permission.  For  walking  with  visitors  only 
the  front  campus  is  to  be  used. 

Social  Activities 

1.  CALLING  HOURS  for  boys  are 
posted.  When  a student  is  told  she  has  a cal- 
ler, she  must  meet  him  at  Draper  Hall  and 
introduce  him  to  the  housemother  on  duty. 
Upon  leaving  he  should  say  goodbye  to  the 
girl  and  housemother. 


2.  DANCES.  Directions  for  specific 
dances  wil  be  posted  for  each  occasion. 

3.  LECTURES  AND  ENTERTAIN- 
MENTS. Students  should  return  to  their 
own  corridors  as  soon  as  any  evening  activity 
is  over. 

Guests  may  attend  the  Saturday  evening 
programs  with  Seniors  provided  permission 
has  been  received.  At  the  end  of  the  enter- 
tainment the  visitor  must  say  goodbye  on 
leaving  Davis  Hall. 

4.  SUNDAYS  AFTER  CHURCH.  Stu- 
dents may  visit  with  boys  on  the  Front  Cam- 
pus or  in  the  McKeen  drawing  room.  Boys 
must  leave  at  12 :30. 

Off-Campus  Privileges 

For  all  off-campus  permissions  girls  must 
check  out  and  in.  Every  girl  must  observe 
the  exact  conditions  as  arranged  with  the 
Permissions  Office  regarding  all  leaves,  in- 
cluding dining  and  travel  regulations.  Dur- 
ing an  absence  from  campus  (vacation,  over- 
night, week  ends,  day  trips,  end-of-year) , if 
there  is  any  change  of  plans,  a girl  or  par- 
ent must  immediately  notify  the  Permissions 
Office  by  telephone  or  by  telegram. 

1.  DOWNTOWN 

Girls  may  go  downtown  at  specified  times, 
which  will  be  posted. 

2.  WALKS 

Approved  walks  are  planned  by  the  Athletic 
Association. 

3.  PHILLIPS  ACADEMY 

Girls  may  go  on  the  P.A.  campus  only  for 
a specific  Abbot  or  Abbot-Phillips  function. 
At  P.A.  girls  may  sit  with  boys  on  the  main 
floor  at  George  Washington  Hall  if  seats  are 
not  reserved.  After  a lecture  or  other  pro- 
gram at  Phillips  Academy  boys  may  ac- 
company girls  as  far  as  Draper  Hall. 
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4.  GROUPS  OF  ABBOT  GIRLS  are  fre- 
quently invited  to  an  evening  dance  at  a boys’ 
school.  The  girls  are  expected  to  observe  the 
rules  of  the  school  where  they  are  guests. 

5.  ACTIVITIES  INVOLVING  THE  PUR- 
CHASE OF  TICKETS  are  generally 
announced  well  in  advance.  Announcements 
concerning  the  week  end  are  made  early  each 
week.  If  a girl  signs  for  a ticket  she  is 
pledged  to  pay  for  it.  At  programs  at  other 
places  Abbot  students  must  sit  in  the  seats 
reserved  for  them. 

6.  DINING  OUT  PRIVILEGES 

a)  Two  or  more  seniors  may  dine  on 
Sunday  noon  at  the  Inn,  the  Coffee  Mill,  or 
Friendly’s  four  times  each  term.  Reserva- 
tions should  be  made  in  advance  at  the  Inn. 
No  checks  will  be  cashed  at  the  Inn. 

b)  Dining  with  relatives  for  any  day  in 
the  week  may  be  arranged  by  special  per- 
mission. 

7.  SPECIAL  PERMISSIONS  may  be  ob- 
tained to  attend  weddings  or  other  social 
functions  in  the  student’s  immediate  family. 

8.  WEEK  ENDS 

a)  Certain  week  ends  are  closed  (for  off- 
campus  privileges),  including  those  immed- 
iately before  and  after  a vacation. 

b)  Underclassmen  are  not  expected  to 
accept  invitations  to  proms  or  other  social 
functions  at  men’s  colleges  unless  they  are 
to  be  entertained  and  chaperoned  by  parents 
or  friends  of  parents.  They  may  accept  in- 
vitations to  a dance  at  a boys’  school,  pro- 
vided the  chaperonage  conditions  are  satis- 
factory and  the  date  coincides  with  those 
permissible  for  a weekend  leave.  Girls  are 
expected  to  observe  the  rules  of  the  school 
where  they  are  guests. 
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c)  Parents’  permission  must  be  obtained 
for  a leave  of  any  kind  taken  with  any  per- 
son not  known  to  the  school.  Parents  may 
file  with  the  school  a list  of  people  with  whom 
their  daughters  may  take  Saturday  or  Sun- 
day leaves  or  they  may  send  approval  each 
time  to  the  Permissions  Office.  If  parents 
are  traveling  or  are  to  be  out  of  the  country 
at  any  time,  they  are  requested  to  notify  the 
school  of  their  foreign  address  (es)  and  to 
give  the  name  of  a resident  in  the  United 
States  whom  the  school  may  notify  in  an  e- 
mergency.  Such  parents  may  authorize  the 
Principal  to  give  permission  for  leaves  away 
from  the  school. 

d)  Applications  for  a weekend  leave 
must  be  filed  with  the  Permissions  Office  by 
Friday  of  the  week  preceding  the  week  in 
which  the  leave  is  desired.  Written  permis- 
sion from  parents  and  an  invitation  from  the 
hostess  involved  must  be  obtained. 

e)  Application  for  Saturday  or  Sunday 
leaves  must  be  filed  with  the  Permissions  Of- 
fice by  noon  of  the  preceding  Thursday. 

f)  Automobiles:  Parents  are  asked  to 
approve  or  withhold  permission  to  drive  with 
adults  known  by  the  school.  Abbot  does  not 
advocate  girls  driving  with  someone  under 
25  years  of  age ; but  when  parents  specifically 
request  this,  a written  permission  from  a par- 
ent is  needed  for  each  occasion.  This  special 
permission  applies  only  when  a girl  is  taking 
an  overnight  leave  or  leaving  for  vacation. 

INFIRMARY 

Medical  forms  must  be  completed  and 
signed  by  the  girl’s  physician.  These  forms 
must  be  in  the  Infirmary  office  before  a girl 
starts  her  classes  in  September. 
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Every  day  the  nurse  holds  clinics  in  the 
infirmary  where  minor  ailments  are  treated. 
One  of  the  two  resident  nurses  is  always  on 
duty.

Please  note  that  there  are  no  clinic  hours 
after  dinner  on  any  day. 

Emergencies  will  of  course  be  treated  at 
any  time. 

Except  in  clinic  hours,  girls  should  be  taken 
to  the  infirmary  ward  by  an  adult.  In  any 
case  either  the  housemother  or  Front  Office 
should  be  informed.  Students  must  report  to 
the  Front  Office  as  soon  as  they  are  released 
from  the  infirmary. 

For  an  overnight  stay  pajamas,  bathrobe, 
slippers,  bath  towel,  wash  cloth,  soap,  comb, 
toothbrush  and  paste,  are  necessary.  Books 
and  papers  may  be  taken. 

All  symptoms  and  accidents  must  be  re- 
ported to  the  infirmary  at  once.  NEVER  PUT 
THIS  OFF.  Consider  other  people,  espe- 
cially in  the  matter  of  any  contagious  ail- 
ment ! 

Appointments  for  medical  or  dental  treat- 
ment are  made  through  the  infirmary,  in- 
cluding appointments  in  Boston,  Lawrence, 
or  other  places  outside  Andover.  Such  trips 
should  be  for  emergencies  only. 

No  medicines  may  be  kept  in  rooms  unless 
prescribed  by  the  infirmary  or  checked  by 
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the  infirmary.  Students  taking  medicines, 
prescribed  by  their  own  doctors  must  report 
this  fact  to  the  infirmary. 

Cosmetic  surgery  and  contact  lenses  should 
be  attended  to  during  vacations. 

FINANCES 
Spending  Money 

The  Bay  State  Merchants  National  Bank 
and  the  Merrimack  Valley  National  Bank, 
both  located  in  Andover  within  easy  walking 
distance  from  the  Academy,  have  agreed  to 
accept  personal  checking  accounts  for  stu- 
dents enrolled  at  the  Academy.  It  is  recom- 
mended that  accounts  be  opened  at  one  or 
the  other  of  these  banks  in  order  to  facili- 
tate cash  withdrawals.  If  a checking  account 
elsewhere  is  preferred,  however,  students 
wishing  to  cash  checks  in  Andover  will  be 
supplied  with  identification  cards.  Checks 
will  not  be  cashed  at  the  Academy  except  in 
an  emergency. 

The  size  of  the  student’s  opening  deposit 
in  a checking  account  is  optional  but  should 
be  sufficient  to  include  what  her  parents  con- 
sider an  appropriate  weekly  withdrawal  for 
incidental  expenses.  There  are  also  certain 
calls  upon  students  for  class  or  association 
dues.  These  amount  to  from  twenty  to  twen- 
ty-five dollars  per  school  year.  Contributions 
to  the  United  Fund,  Christmas  for  the  staff 
members,  etc.,  are  earnestly  encouraged;  a 
student  should  expect  to  give  a minimum 
total  of  ten  dollars  for  these  purposes.  Each 
student  is  also  expected  to  give  at  least 
twenty-five  cents  each  Sunday  to  the  church 
she  attends. 

Except  for  such  expenses  as  the  above,  and 
the  costs  of  taking  Saturday  or  week-end 
leaves,  there  is  little  need  for  cash  expendi- 
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tures  by  the  students.  Sightseeing  or  field 
trips,  concerts  in  Boston  and  the  like  may  be 
charged  on  the  term  bills,  as  well  as  pur- 
chases made  from  the  school  Bookstore. 

An  opening  deposit  of  about  $75.00  in  a 
personal  checking  account,  before  or  during 
the  first  week  of  school,  is  suggested  as  a 
reasonable  amount  for  the  usual  first  semes- 
ter expenses  not  chargeable  on  term  bills. 
Students  are  urged  to  make  payments  by 
check  when  possible  and  not  to  keep  any  more 
cash  than  necessary  in  their  rooms  as  the 
Academy  cannot  be  responsible  for  losses. 

Profit-making  projects  must  have  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Principal. 

Charge  Accounts 

Charge  accounts  in  local  stores  or  in  Bos- 
ton are  not  allowed  except  by  written  per- 
mission of  the  parents.

Term  bills  are  rendered  three  times  a year. 
The  following  items  may  be  charged  on  these 
bills :

The  Constitution  of  the

Preamble 

The  Student  Government  Asociation  is : 

a)  the  organization  of  the  whole  school 

b)  represented  by  the  Student  Council, 
serving  as  an  advisory  body  to  the 
Administration 

c)  encourages  the  following:  honor,  re- 
sponsibility, consideration  for  and  co- 
operation with  others. 
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Article  I 

Each  Abbot  student  is  a member  of  the  Stu- 
dent Government  Association. 

There  are  20  members  of  the  Student 
Council : 

1.  The  President  of  the  Student  Govern- 
ment Association  - general  responsi- 
bility for  the  management  of  the  Stu- 
dent Government  Association 

2.  The  Vice-President  of  the  Student 
Government  Association  - takes  the 
President’s  place  in  her  absence,  helps 
with  the  general  management  of  the 
Student  Government  Association 

3.  The  Secretary  of  the  Student  Govern- 
ment Association  - takes  the  minutes 
of  the  Student  Council  meetings,  col- 
lects the  Student  Government  dues 

4.  The  President  of  the  Abbot  Religious 
Association  - general  responsibility 
for  the  management  of  the  associa- 
tion 

5.  The  President  of  Abbot  Athletic  As- 
sociation - general  responsibility  for 
the  management  of  the  association 

6.  The  Social  Chairman  - general  respon- 

sibility for  the  arrangement  of  social 
activities 

7.  The  President  of  Day  Students  - gen- 
eral responsibility  for  the  manage- 
ment of  the  day  students 

8.  The  Vice-President  of  Day  Students  - 
takes  the  place  of  the  President  of 
Day  Students  in  her  absence,  acts  as 
secretary  and  treasurer  of  the  Day 
Students 

16.  The  Presidents  and  Vice-Presidents 
of  each  class  - general  responsibilty 
for  the  management  of  their  classes. 
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20.  The  Class  Representatives  - act  as 
spokesmen  for  their  classes 

Mechanics  of  Elections 

School  elections : nominations  and  elec- 
tions are  made  by  the  whole  school. 

Class  officers  and  Day  Student  officers  are 
nominated  and  elected  by  their  respective  or- 
ganizations. 

All  nominations  are  first  approved  by  the 
Administration 

Article  II 

Committees  are  formed,  when  necessary, 
for  the  interpretation  of  the  goals  of  the  Stu- 
dent Government  Association. 

Article  III 

The  ratification  of  the  Constitution  is  by 
a 2/3  majority  of  the  student  body,  adminis- 
tration and  faculty 

Amendments  to  the  Constitution  are  pro- 
posed by  the  Student  Council  and  ratified  by 
a 2/3  majority  of  the  school,  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  Administration 

The  process  of  formulating  or  dissolving 
of  the  rules  of  the  Student  Government  As- 
sociation : proposals  are  made  by  the  Student 
Council,  ratified  by  a 2/3  majority  of  the 
school  or  by  a 2/3  majority  of  the  Student 
Council  at  the  discretion  of  the  committee,  all 
changes  are  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
administration
